NDER the influence of this kind idea, fhe 
mott affiduouliy liboured, not only to apol- 
pgize for the oifentive irregularities in the con- 
acct and manners of Zrinnis, bac to counteract, 
to the utmott of her power, all the mifchievous 
effeeis of her capricious and vindictive ill-hum- 
our. She raifed and comforted the poor knip ht, 
whenever the fw him reduced toa painful ttate of 
humiliation by the frantic infolence of his wife; 
{he confoled and rewarded the innocent and un- 
fortunate domeflics, whenever fhe found them 
frint and difearded by their turbulent and of- 
fended mittrefs; in fhort, theendeavored to main- 
tain adegree of order, juftice, and decency, 
throughout a numerous houthold, under the cha- 
otic dominion of a malevolent, intoxicated fury : 
and whoever has feen her in this trying fituatioa, 
has feena perfect image of Charity; ‘* believ- 
ing all things, hoping all things, enduring all 
things.” 5 
Aithough the peaceable and chearfal fpirit of 
Chariefla could find but little plezfure in a houfe 
like that of Erinnis, a compaffionate affection to 
her fitter made her very exadt in her fated vilits: 
their duration always extended to fix months, and 
fometines amounted to feven; a circumitance 
which did not fail to increafe the tormenting 
tears of her dittant brother Trackum, who al- 
ways contemplated the return of Chariefla into 
his neighborhood with that fort of fatisfaction 
which is feit by the tamer of a bird, on feeing 
jr, after fluttering to the limits of en entenfive 
chamber, return, in aneafy and voluntary manner, 
to the open door of its cage. 


Charieffa, however, was very far from feeling 
any degree of conftraint: fhe departed on many 
of theie dittant vilits, and returned as often to 
her own manfion, without once fufpecting the 
inquietude which her long abfence never failed 
to excite.

She 
poffeflec, in the mot eminent degree, a chear- 
ful fimplicity of heart, inexhauftible benevolence, 
and unaffected piety. It was by the conftant, 
yet modeft exercife of thefe admirable qualities, 
that Chariefla fecured to herfelf, not only more 
felicity, buteven more public regard and atten- 
tion, than was obtained by foe fingle ladies 
of her neighborhood, who were undoubtedly her 
fuperiors in the attractive endowments of beauty, 
opulence, and wit. Chariefla, perhaps was ne- 
ver known in her life to utter a witty repartee ; 
but fuch is the lively influence of genuine good- 
nature, that her converfation never failed to de- 
light, and her houfe was frequented as the abode 
ot benevolent vivacity. Though the had pafled 
the gay period of youth, and never affected to 
difguife her age, fhe took a particular fatisfaction 
im promoting the innocent amufements of the 
young: indeed, fhe was a general friend to eve- 
ry feafon and every rank of life; even the com- 
mon acquaintance of Chariefla, if they had any 
occation to with for her affiftance, were fure of 
finding her, without folicitation, a zealous pro- 
moter of their profperity and pleafure. 

There was a period in her life, at which fome 
of her uncandid neighbors conje&tured, that the 
fubtle vice of avarice was begining to infeét her;

This Rill more engaged the attention of the 
neighborhood ; and the very people who, on the 
former alteration, had accufed her of avarice, 
now exclaimed, that fhe was either feized with 
the frenzy of extravagance, or was endeavoring 
to allure ahufband.

eard fuch petty abulive tales, as are bafely fab- 
ricated in every popular comeft, for the purpote 
of the hoar, alihough tucy favoured her own 
party, fhe would diicountenance that circulation, 
or expole their abfurdity. Nor was this libera- 
lity of conduét without its reward: Chariefla had 
the fatisfaction of perceiving, that fhe conciliated 
to herfelf the perfect refpect and good-will of the 
molt oppofite contending characters. Perhaps 
their never lived a human being fo fairly and ful- 
ly poflefied of general efleems; and, toa mind 
truly amiable, there can hardly bea flate of 
earthly enjoyment fuperior to what ariles from 
inceflant and open proofs of being univerfally be- 
loved. Having pofleffed for many years this 
tranquil and pure delight, the tender Chariefla 
began to fink under natural infirmity. She fuf- 
tained a fhort bat fevere illnefs with exemplary 
compofure: and, in the clofe of it, with that 
calm and cheerful devotion which had dillin- 
guifhed her life, fhe refigned her benevolent {pirit 
to the Great Parent of benevolence. 

The influence of her virtue was far from ceafing 
with her mortal exiltence; though twelve years 
have now elapfed fince the deceale of this admir- 
able woman, her excellent qualities are ftill freth 
in the memory of all who had the happinefs of her 
acquaintance; and they hardly ever pafs the houfe 
in which the refided, without beftowing a figh of 
regret, ora fentence of praife, on the merits of 
Chariefla.

MELANCHOLY. 

We learn from the town of Bern, above Albany, that oa 
the gift April, a mang by the name of Lemuet Orm- 
staan, Gf Renffeiaerville, was found in the field hanging 
by afilk handkerchef, dead and partly devoured by ani- 
welt. On enquiry it was found, that this uutortuaate man 
had abfconded from his’ family about the beginning of 
winter, perfectly deranged in his fenfes, and had been 
fought after ever fince without fuccefs, Several curious 
civcumftances aie related of him, among which it is faid, 
his miad was barrafled with what he called aeVELATIONS, 
he thot it his duty TO KILL HIS ELDEST CHILD, by di- 
vine order---the child was removed and he abfconded. 
He bore a good charaéter, aud was induftrious; has left a 
wife and three children ; it is thot the fatal decd was done 
by himaleif, 

The following motion was mede on Wednefday, lat week, 
in the Senate of the United States. 

“ Refolved---That a committee be appointed to confid- 
er whether any, and what provifion ought to be made by 
law, for removing fiom the territory of the United Siates, 
fuch ALIENS BOR N, not eatitled by the conflitution and 
laws thereof, to the right of citizenfhip, ds may be dan- 
gcrous to its peace and fafety---and providing for returns 
to be made of all aliens that fhall be landed from any vef-

---and that permits be granted to fuch as fhall be fuffered 
to 1efide therein, and to report by bill or otherwife.” 

On Monday lait the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 
Usned States went into a commitice of the whole on a 
Bill {upplemenary ‘o, and making alterations in, an A& 
for the relict of perfons imptifoned for debt; when, after 
fome difcofion, and adopting feveral amendments, it was 
dain recommuted to a {ele commutiee, The bill from 
the Senate to authonfe the Prefident of the (United States to 
feaufc to be purchafed or built a number (not exceeding 
ten) of fmall vellels, to be equipped as gallies or other- 
wie, for which it ts propefed to appropriate 80,000 dol- 
leis, was committed to the committee of the whole on the 
fixe of the union; and that commitice was difcharged 
fiom the further confideration of the bill authorifiog a 
provihonal army, and mt was referred to the committee for 
the protection of commerce and the defence of the count- 
ty, to rpert fach alterations end amendments therein as 


they fhall think proper, 


Arrived ai Philadelphia an Saturday, the fchoones Jane, 
captein Greenwall, in 46 days from Lifbon, Captain 
Grecuwall confirms the account of a Treaty being en foot 
between France and Portugal, at Madrid, under the aufpi- 
ces of the Prince of Peace.
